Presently Nelson reappeared in the hall 
walking towards Davis with his right hand 
behind his luck and his left in the right 
breast of his coat ; a custom of his. 
Davis 


fiteppcd into the middle of tlio hall and 
drawing his pistol exclaimed, ''Stop, Gen. 
Nelson, and defend yourself!" Nelson kept 
his eyes on the other, but did not change 
the position of either hand, and when he 
had reached a flight of steps, Davis Jirod. 
The ball entered Nelson's hro.isl. He was 
taken to hi-; room and died in a short 
time. 


What Davis's friend-i say is that he, Davis 


ha:l received such an insult from Nelson that 
ho must either wipe it out with blqod or 
leave the army. That Nelson had declared 
lie would not meet Davis according to the 
code of honor, and therefore tlie latter had 
nothing to do but force a fight. 
That when 


Nelson retired he supposed 
it was lo arm 


himself, and when he, came back with one 
hand in his coat and tho other behind his 
back, Davit; supposed one of the hands 
grasped a pistol stock. 


We would remind our readers thiiL it was 


for having their hands in their pockets 
that Fislc and Walworth and several others 
have been shot. Carrying your hand in your 
pocket is not only contrary to the highest 
breeding, but it is positively unsafe. 
And 


we call the attention of our readers to the 
extreme prevalence of the abominable habit 
of carrying concealed weapons, which gives 
rise to the inference that when a man puts 
his hand in his pocket he does it to draw out 
a pistol. 


The acbount wo havc'given is .vouched for 


as Davis's own, and while it indicates great 
provocation it substantiates our remark that 
tho shooting wasdeliberate and premeditated, 
and wo think refutes this part of "H.K. li.'s" 
letter. Davis came to the hotel with two 
friends, one of whom had a pistol, in order 
"to settle that matter.1' He came to force a 
fight on Nelson because the latter refused to 
give "satisfaction" in a duel to an officer of 
lower rank. Had Davis whipped out a re- 
volver and killed Nelson when the latter 
called him a d 
d puppy, or when he 


skipped him in the face, we could have found 
more excuses for him than we can now. 


In this connection it is worth mentioning 


that Nelson was a lieutenant in the navy, 
serving on land by special leave, and that it 
is likely that it i-5 easier to tell the exact 
number of men on board ship at any given 
momont than it is lo tell the exact number 
of conscript-i there are in mi insufliciently 
guarded camp.
